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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
suggest or teach an applicator assembly having an elongated stick and an applicator at one end of 
the stick contained within an elongated container having an enclosed first portion holding the 
stick, and an enclosed second portion encasing the applicator, wherein the elongated container 
can be severed to create adjacent open ends of the 1^^ and 2"^ portions, thereby freeing the 
applicator and a composition having a viscosity greater than about 1,500 centipoise adjacent to 
the applicator. Applicants' arguments regarding the differences between the claimed applicator 
assembly and the applicator taught by Seifert et al. were found persuasive, because the prior art 
applicator was determined to be structurally different than that claimed by the Applicant, upon 
reconsideration. The principal differences were that (1) the applicator taught in the prior art was 
not enclosed in such a manner that the composition was oriented adjacent to the applicator and 
(2) the prior art applicator was not taught as being disclosed by an elongated container having 
one portion for enclosure of the stick and a second portion for the enclosure of the applicator.
